House took cognizance today of per- 
sistent rumors that Andrew W. Mel- 
Jon would soon résign as Secretary 
of the Treasury. Announcement was 
made by George Ackerson, one of 
President Hoover’s secretaries, that 
“Mr. Mellon has promised the Presi- 
dent to remain in the Cabinet for 
the next three and one-half years,” 
or for the remainder of the present 
| administration. 

This action was taken after reports 
from New York told of still another 
tumor being circulated in the finan- 
cial district to the effect that Mr.

Concerned Over Effect on Business. 


Fear has been expressed in some 
quarters that unless the rumors were 
definitely checked they might have 
an effect upon the business of the 
nation, which has been pictured as 
favorable to the retention of Mr. 
Mellon and concerned over the possi- 
bility of a change. 

This is said to be especially true at 
this time, when some of the business 
indices have indicated a slowing up. 
There have been indications also that 
some of the reports have been timed 
for the possible effect they might 
have on the Stock Exchanges. 

Apparently, the Administration fi- 
nally came to the point where it felt 
impelled to reply in 'a manner which 
would put an end to any uncertainty. 

Among the first of the reports 
was one to the effect that President 
Hoover and Mr. Mellon were not en- 
tirely friendly in their official rela- 
tions, and that the Secretary had 
been continued in office chiefly be- 
cause bysiness interests ofthe cqun- 
try,,which ‘gave Mr. Hoover support 
in the campaign, ‘were-eager to avoid

‘Wide Variety of Rumors. 

In these reports it was contended 
that Mr, Mellon desired ‘to remain 
only until the Mellon-Berenger 
agreement for the refunding of the 
war-time debt of France to the 
United States was ratified and until 
his debt-reduction and tax-reduction 
policies, begun in the Coolidge Ad- 
ministration, became firmly estab- 
lished in the Hoover Administration. 

Henry M. Robinson, Los Angeles

President, was brought forward in 
the rumors as the p ble successor 
of Mr. Mellon, and the intimation 
was thrown out that he probably

Best Showing Made 
Loss of 4,000 in Manhattan 
Compared With 1925, 


The first day’s registration for the 
New York City election, which began 
yesterday and will continue all this 
week, was very light, confirming 
predictions that there was compara- 
tively little interest in the campaign 
so far. 

The total registration in the cits 
for the first day was 167 only 
16,000 more than the first day’s reg- | 
istration in 1927 for the last city 
election, and 103,000 less 
registration for the first day 

. year, when a record for large regis- 
tration in this city was set because 
of the interest in the Presidential 
campaign. 

The largest proportionate registra- 
tion was in Queens, where interest 
in the contest between Borough Pres- | 
ident George U. Harvey, Republican, 
and County Clerk Edward W. Cox, 
Democrat, for the Borough Presi-| 
dency, brought out 26,428 voters, an 
increase of more than 9,000 over the 
first day in 1925, but more than 16,- 
000 less than the 
first day last year. Brooklyn, the 
Bronx and Richmond showed gains 
over the first day’s 1925 registration, 
but there was a loss of nearly 4,000 
in Manhattan. In no borough was 
the registration anywhere near that 
for the first day last year. e

Wireless to THe New YORK Times, 
BADEN-BADEN, Germany, Oct. 7. 
-—Work on framing the statutes for 


the Bank for International Settle- 
ments, the first international bank- 
ing institution ever created, began 
with today’s meetings of the experts’ 
conference, which took up the exam- 
ination of the three general outlines 
which had been submitted. These 
outlines are being examined simul- 
taneously, article by article, while the 
members of the drafting committee 
keep a record of the discussion on 
each article and independently seek 
to reconcile or adapt-to each other 
aw proposals in the three separate 
ans. 
Pithe delegates are po@ revealing the 
Mames of the nations which are the 
authors of these different plans, but, 
disregarding the unimportant cir- 
cumstance of which delegate present- 
ed them, they may be taken to rep- 
resent the conceptions of the bank 
which would be championed respec- 
tively by France, Britain and Ger- 
many. 
Questions at Issue. 


For the moment discussion is gen- 
eral and the delegates are trying:to 


decide upon the form the statutes 
will take, whether tnere will be a 


by-laws shall narrowly presetribe the 
bank’s activities with a complete set 
of provisions for every emergency or 
be general in nature and. leave lati- 
tude to the discretion of the special 
advisory committee composed of rep- 
resentatives of the. seven nations 
which will govern the bank. No such 
bank has ever existed, and there is 
much technical detail to discuss, upon 
which there is little possibility of dis- 
agreement. 

The three plans, however, do con- 
tain important divergencies, else the 
method of attack of drawing upon 
the plans side by side and article by 
article would not have been chosen. 
These differences obviously do not 
relate to the functions of the bank 
in handling reparations annuities as 
fully outlined by the Young plan, 
but rather to the bank’s less closely 
defined functions for bolstering the 
stability of various national cur- 
rencies, preventing panics and ser- 
ving as an international clearing 
house, which the Young plan makers 
conceived as ultimately serving as 
the bank’s chief motive for existence. 


France Would Limit Scope. 


Outside the conference the dele- 
ates were extremely reticent in air- 
ing their views, but from the general 
attitude of the countries and their 
ress it may be argued that France 
s eager to restrict the bank’s pow- 
ers, while Germany is interested in 
seeing it vested with the widest pos- 
gible authority and Britain stands 
on middle ground.

SAYS MASARYK OFFERS 
LAND BACK TO HUNGARY 


Budapest Paper Reports Czech 
Head Willing to Negotiate for 
Return of Territory.

BUDAPEST, Oct. 7.—An interview 
wherein President Masaryk of Czech- 
oslovakia announced to Franz Raj- 
niss, president of the Hungarian So- 
cial Institute, his willingness to ne- 
gotiate with Hungary for the return 
of Hungarian territory attached to 
Czechoslovakia by the Treaty of 
Trianon, was published in today's 
Pesti Naplo.,

asaryk urged Hungary to listen to 
his proposals while he was still alive, 
and to follow them. He chided the! 
Hungarian Government for disre- 
garding his previous advances in 
favor of attempted secret negotia- 
tions with Rumania, whose progress 
Rumania has loyally reported to him. 

The President’s offer would affect 
territory, now Czechoslovakian, of 
about 14,000 square miles, containing 
1,500,000 inhabitants, of whom 1,000,- 
000 are Hungarian. He explained it 
would still leave minorities on both 
sides of the frontier, but contended 
that mutual fair treatment of na- 
tionalities would solve that problem, 
and declared Czechoslovakia’s readi- 
ness to allow the Hungarian minor- |

BRITISH ADMIRAL RETIRES. 


Sir Richard Phillimore Quits at 65 
—Sir H. W. Richmond Promoted. 


LONDON, Oct. 7 UP).—Admiral Sir 
Richard Phillimore, first and princi- 
pal naval aide-de-camp to King 
George, has been placed on the re- 
tired list. Rear Admiral Sir H. W. 
Richmond has been promoted to Ad- 


miral, 

Sir Richard Phillimore, now 65, 
commanded H. M.. S. Inflexible in 
action off the Falklands, 1914, as 
part of Admiral Sturdee’s force, 
which destroyed the German cruiser 
squadron under von Spree that had 
earlier bested the Monmouth and 
Cape of Good Hope under Rear 
Admiral Cradock. 

Sir Richard was principal beach 
master in the Gallipoli Landing, 
1915, and for the next twelve months 
was attached to Russian imperial 
headquarters. He then commanded 


afterward the flying squadron. From 
1923 to 1926 he was commander-in- 
chief of the Plymouth station. 

Admiral Sir H. W. Richmond was 
commandant of the Imperial Defense 
College in 1927-28 and has written 
works on national policy and naval 
strength. He was assistant director 
of operations from 1913 to 1915, be- 
coming liaison officer with the 
Italian fleet. He later commanded 
the Commonwealth, Orin and Con- 
queror of the Grand Fleet. In 1918 
he became director of staff duties 
and training.

tion along with the economic condi- 
tion of the island, but he considered 
the economic problem dominant. 
«Cure it,” he added, ‘‘and ali the 
possible.’’ 
‘vAs prime requisites for a happy 
people, Colonel Roosevelt said, there 
should be good education, good 
health, and sufficient prosperity to 
provide for ordinary needs. 

In attacking the problem of reha- 
bilitation, he asserted, ‘‘we , must 
strive for permanent solutions. 

Among the policies he will urge in 
an effort to solve the economic 
problem, he c#ntinued, are relief for 
the suffere:s from last year’s hurri- 
cane, the fostering and extension of 
markets for Porto Rican goods, the 
development of industries suitable 
for the people of the island, the pro- 
viding of opportunities for Porto 
Ricans who wish to develop their 
talents in the United States proper,

Asks for Cooperation. 


Colonel Roosevelt appealed for the 
cooperation of the Porto Rican peo- 
ple, referring to his task as ‘‘our

“shoulder to shoulder.’’ 

‘‘My father,’’ he recalled, ‘‘was the 
only American President who ever 
visited this island. At that time I 
was still a boy in college, but I can 
recall vividly his accounts of the in- 
teresting and delightful days he 

ent while a guest of Porto Rico. 

e was particularly impressed by the 

enuine hospitality he met with when 
in the island. It was he who de- 
scribed Porto Rico as ‘the Switzer- 
land of America.’ My mother was 
with him. 

“Only a few days ago in New York 
she was telling me of the pleasant 
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memories she carried of that visit. 
She described to me how they landed 
at Ponce and went across the island 
by the Military Road. She spoke 
especially of the schooi children who 
had gathered to greet them, and how 
charmingly they sang.”’ 

In subordinating for the time being 
the political problem in administer- 
ing the island, the new Governor 
General assured his auditors that ‘‘it 
is perfectly proper that you, as citi- 
zens of the United States, should be 
concerned over the form of govern- 
ment under which you and your chil- 
dren may be living in time to come. 

“Satisfactory progress along every 
other line,”’ he added, ‘‘is primarily 
contingent upon the sucessful solu- 
tion of the economic problem. Con- 
ditions in the island had become 
steadily better during the iast thirty 
years, but, nevertheless, they have 
never been really good for the aver- 
age citizen. Now they have had a 
great setback. Now as a result of 
the hurricane last Autumn, they are 
manifoldly worse. 


Names Three Essential Needs, 

‘There are three prime requisites 
for a happy, progressive people— 
good education, good health, and a 
sufficient prosperity to provide 
proper food, proper clothes and 
proper homes. In ali three respects 
at present conditions among our 
people of Porto Rico are far below 
what we would have them. The key- 
stone of this trinity of questions is 
the ecénomic condition of the people. 
Cure it and all the rest becomes pos- 
sible. 

“There are many unemployed. 
There are many more working part- 
time or in seasonal occupations. 
There are still a greater number 
whose wages are not enough to pro- 
vide for them or their government 
what is needed.”’ 

Colonel Roosevelt admitted that he 
did not know the answer to''these 
problems, stating frankly that he 
came to the work new and there was 
much he had to learn. 

“It is necessary for me,’’ he said, 
“to talk with the Porto Ricans who 
are most intimately concerned. At 
all times my offices will be open to 
every one who can bring me practical 
aid in these matters. I hope that the 
leaders of thought, both political and 
otherwise, will come to me at all 
times—for success will be impossible 
without their aid. 

‘‘Many plans have been suggested, 
some. of which undoubtedly possess 
real merit, but I shall have to study 
and discuss all of them further be- 
fore I suggest them in detail or at- 


tempt with your aid to put them into 
effect. There are, however, certain 
policies which unquestionably de- 





included in this number: 

‘‘We must push the relief for, the 
sufferers from the cyclone. Congress 
has generously provided the means. 
It is our duty to bend every effort 
toward helping all concerned to get 
that aid as rapidly as possible to 
those deserving it. 

“Intelligent action must be based 
upon detailed facts, not upon. theory | 
or assumption. The systematic and 
progressive collection of statisticai | 
data and other pertinent matters| 
must, therefore, be undertaken | 
wherever necessary. 

‘‘We must foster and extend the) 
markets for Porto Rican goods. Prob-| 
ably there are new markets which | 
can be opened. We can do much by 
advertising, publicity, and, perhaps, | 
by organizing committees in the:con- | 
tinental United States to aid us. 


Would Develop Manufactures. 


“We must bend our attention to} 
the development of such industries | 
as may be suitable to the genius of | 
our people. Unquestionably there are | 
many forms of manufacture which | 
can be developed in our island. - | 


“We must aid those Porto Ricans | 
who may wish to take advantage of | 
the opportunities offered by the vari- | 
ous fields of endeavor open in the | 
United States. As American citizens 
they:should have the opportunity to 
go wherever their talents may bring 
to them the happiest and fullest life. 

‘‘We must continue to work on im- | 
proving agricultural methods in the | 
island. In this connection we should | 
turn our attention to marketing con- | 
ditions, particularly for the small | 
farmer. Experimental work in trop- | 
ical agriculture also will return: aj} 
large dividend. Small truck gardens | 
can aid in the solution of our food 
problems. 

‘‘We must realize the financial dif- | 
ficulties and face them squarely. In 
apportioning our revenues we must! 
see that health, education, agricul- | 
ture and labor receive the most gen- ; 
erous support. 

“We are not sufficiently known to | 
the United States at large.

Plane Makes Good Start. 

With a following wind, the plane 
made better time than had been ex- | 
pected and reached Chelkar at 9 
P. M. instead of at midnight. It| 
made an early start five hours later, | 
planning to reach Tashkent before | 
noon aiter a brief halt at the new/| 
airdrome at Kzilorda, southeast of! 
the Aral Sea, which was crossed be- | 
tween 4 A. M. and 5 A. M. The plane 
followed the valley of the River Sir- | 
daria, which flows into the Aral Sea | 
in Winter, but which in Summer be- | 
comes a series of disjointed lagoons | 
absorbed by the surrounding desert. | 

Yakovlef, telling of the flight, | 
writes: 

“Suddenly, about half an hour: 
from Kzilorda, when we were flying | 
splendidly at a height, of 2,000: 
meters [about 6,560 feet} there came 
a break in the motor’s rhythm, and! 
a loud explosion was followed by | 
what sounded like rapid rifle fire | 
beneath our feet, while the plane! 
fell abruptly 200 to 300 meters, It 
then recovered, but the rifle fire | 
continued. We three were piled in 


a heap and I knew what had hap-/, 


pened—there was damage to one of | 
the cylinders, and an almost inevi- 
table consequence was that the plane 
would catch fire. 

‘In a case like this the only thing ; 
to do is to land immediately; but 
to land our heavy plane needed a'| 
500-meter [about 1,640 feet] runway, | 
end the broken land beneath showed | 
there was not even 100 meters. | 
Through a glass door forward L'| 
saw Pilot Babushkin look back and | 
wave his arm onward. Clearly he | 
had resolved to try to make Kzilorda. 

“I sat there stiff with teror. My!

The truck operators now receive 
from 7 cents to 20 cents per package, 
depending upon its size and distance 
of transportation, but are not paid 
for overtime. They complain that 
they are frequently kept waiting 
hours at terminals for the arrival 
of freight cars, and that they often 
must wait again for other trucks to 


| be unloaded and get out of the way 


at the delivery points. 

Consequently, they contend, the 
payment of time-and-a-half for over- 
time to their drivers would wipe out 
their profits unless the receivers are 
willing to pay for waiting time. 

The gathering seemed unable to 
agree upon a fair rate for waiting 
time, some dealers flatly opposed the 
charge, some urged that an adjust- 
ment be reached through an increase 
in the flat piece rate, and still others 
were for a reform of the system 
known to the trade as pier-head load- 
ing, whereby one group of trucks 
brings produce from the pier to the 
terminal or street and another trans- 
ports it from this point to the com- 
mission house.

SAYS MILL GUARDS 
ATTACKED STRIKERS 


Witness at Marion, N.C., Denies 
Any Shots Were Fired From 
the Crowd. 


DEPUTY CLUBBED MAN, 63 


Two Mill Owners Take Legal Steps | 
to Eject the ‘‘Disloyal’ From 
Company Houses.

MARION, N. C., Oct. 7.—While | 
Judge W. H. Harding is striving to | 
get the truth of last Wednesday’s 
killing of five strikers and the wound- 
ing of thirteen more, R. W. Baldwin, 
president of the’ Marion mill, and 
Mabry Hart of the Clinchfield mill 
are taking legal steps to eject from 
mill-owned houses a total of eighty- 
nine union families. 

Both mill presidents said today that 
they were taking the action with the 
firm belief that the removal of the 

‘‘undesirables’’ would remove from 
Marion the possibility of further 
trouble. Both said that they were 
not taking the. action to fight the 
union but rather to prevent a recur- 
rence of last Wednesday’s tragedy. 

The testimony before Judge’ Hard- 
ing, who is conducting the State’s 
investigation, was featured by two 
witnesses. One said that the strikers 
were surging back and forth, cursing 
the officers and threatening violence. 

The other said that a 63-year-old 
man, armed with a stick, attacked 
the Sheriff when he started firing 
his tear-gas gun. 

No one has yet testified that any 
of the strikers were armed with any-

Girl, 12, Discovers Bodies of 
Mother and Brother in Green- 
wich Village Flat. 


MAN REPORTED DRUNK 


Entering Neighborhood Apartments, 
He Menaced Two Women and 
Tried Suicide, Police Learn. 


For many years the police in the 
western end of Greenwich Village 
have regarded John Bock, a 220- 
pound longshoreman, as a bad ac- 
tor. Last August he was arrested for 
cperating a still and more than once 
husky patrolmen of the Charles 
Street station have found it neces- 
sary to use their nightsticks to curb 
his drunken escapades. 

Some time Sunday Mrs. Domka 
Casino, Bock’s 42-year-old landlady, 
and her 16-year-old son, John, were 
murdered with an axe in their 
second floor apartment at 806 Wash- 
ington Street. While the bodies lay 
in the tenement bedroom, Bock, in- 


toxicated, entered the homes of three 
women acquaintances in the neigh- 
borhood, attempted to strangle one 
woman, to attack another and to 
hang himself in the apartment of the 
third. 


Daughter Finds Bodies. 

Mrs. Casino and her husband had 
been separated for eight years and 
the double murder was discovered 
about noon yesterday when their 12- 


year-old daughter, Stella, returned 
from a week-end visit with her 


father, Joe Casino of 88 Rivington 
Street, and found’ the door of the 
apartment locked. She crawled along 


the fire-escape at the rear of the 
dingy four-story building and en- 
tered a window. 

In a few hours police under Dep- 
uty Chief Inspector Edward P. Mul- 
rooney had questioned half a dozen 
neighbors in the thickly populated 
Polish section and a general alarm 
was broadcast for Bock. Then, as 
the police continued their investi- 
gation reports of Bock’s visit to the 


three apartments in the neighbor- | 


hood came in one by one. 

The stevedore had been known in 
his native Russia as Konrad Sidor- 
chuk, the police learned, and one 
woman who had known him there 
said that he had been regarded as 
insane in his youth. He had been 
boarding at the Casino home for the 
past five years. Saturday night there 
was a drinking party in the apart- 
ment, neighbors said, and at 3 o’clock 
Sunday morning they heard Bock, 
Mrs. Casino and John singing. Then 
the singing stopped. 

Three hours later, the lice were 
informed, Bock crawled to the fire- 
escape outside the Casino apartmeni 
and entered the. adjoining bedroom 
window of Helen Amelko, 19 years 
old, at 804 Washington Street. The 
girl’s screams brought her mother 
to the room and the longshoreman 
fled. A half hour later he entered 
the home of a Mrs. Elkowitz, at 813 
Greenwich Street, with a belt in his 
hand. He put the belt around his 
neck, Mrs. Elkowitz told the police, 
and said he was going to hang him- 
self. Still talking wildly he left the 
apartment, leaving the belt behind. 


Tries to Strangle Woman. 


At 11:15 o’clock Sunday morning 
he went to the apartment of Mrs. 


Madeline Kutes, 56 years old, of 88 | 
Laight Street, and, placing another | 


belt about her neck, attempted to 
strangle her. She screamed, she 
told the policé,:and he ran out. At 
11 o’clock Sunday night he appeared 
at the home of John Rodock, 418 
West Twenty-ninth Street, and at- 
tempted to borrow money. That is 
the last report the police have of his 
actions, but Inspector Mulrooney be- 
lieves that he is still in the neighbor- 
hood and his arrest is only a matter 
of hours.

Beetles Eat Yale Bowl Grass ; 
' Fight Starts to Save Field

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Oct. 7.— 
The Yale Bowl is believed to be 
the first gridiron at any of the 
large universities to be invaded by 
the Asiatic beetle. Grubs were re- 
ported today feeding on the green 
mat of the famous gridiron by 
eating the grass roots. 

Yale athletic officials notified 
officials of the Connecticut agri- 
cultural experiment station, which 
for four years has maintained a 
quarantine on the beetle. Several 
thousands pounds of arsenic of 
lead have been applied to the in- 
fected area of the bowl, and the 
agricultural officials said there 
seemed no danger of the infection 
spreading.

eo back over the records, it becomes evident 
that advance dope. on any world’s series, even 
when (or especially when) subjected to qualita- 
_tive and quantitative analysis by such experts as John 
J. MeGraw, Tyrus Raymond Cobb, George Moriarty 
and the players of the teams involved, is worth about 
2 cents per long ton delivered on the beach at, Waikiki. 

The Yankees of 1928 were slipping and sliding as 
they came up to the big series. They had kicked away 
a tremendous lead in their own league and had sev- 
eral stars on the injured list. It looked as though they 
would be soft picking for the National League entry, 
and all that the helpless and halting Yanks could do 
in that series was to smear the Cardinals four times 
in a row and hang up a two-year October record of 
eight straight world’s series victories and no defeats. 

The Senators of 1925 were picked as docile victims 
for the Giants. Facts and figures indicated that they 
would have to hustie to last four games. But when 
Hank Gowdy stepped into his mask and, a bit later, 
a ball took a big hop over Lindstrom’s head at third, 
the Senators cut the big end of the cake. 

The Yankees of 1922 were expected to knock the 
Giants for a row of revolving doors and didn’t even 
win a game. The great Athletics of 1914 were filat- 
tened four times in as many tries by the bounding 
Foston Braves. The famous Cubs of 1906, after set- 
ting a record for games won in their own league, 
were lop-sided favorites over the White Sox, the Hit- 
less Wonders, and the Hitless Wonders took the series. 


Scientific Deception. 


Trusting to the dope in baseball is just a scientific 
way of deceiving yourself. In the long run it might 
or might not work out, but in a short series anything 


can happen, and no advance information is to be - 


trusted. 

Formidable, figures can be mustered to show that 
Foxx is a better hitter than Grimm, and Grimm is a 
better fielder than Foxx, but Grimm might whack the 
cover off the ball in a short series, and Foxx might 
pull the brightest fielding stunts. Babe Ruth hit a 
noble .118 in one world’s series. Ty Cobb played in 
three world’s series and was a batting bust in two 
of them. 

It is the custom to weigh and compare fellows like 
Simmons, Foxx and Cochrane for the Athletics and 
Hornsby, Stephenson, Wilson and Cuyler for the Cubs, 
but Boley or Dykes may steal the glory for the A’s 
or McMillan: or:English might win the series for the 
Cubs. It was that way many times in the past. 

Whitey Rohe, {a poted weak hitter, was the slugging 
fiend who knocked over the Cubs of 1906 with a bar- 
rage of three-baggers. While all eyes were fixed on 
famous stars in other series, fellows like Elmer Smith, 
Hank Gowdy, Lucky Johnny Rawlings and Casey 
Stengel broke through to turn the tide and swing the 
victory. 

Farewell to Figures. 


Leaving the dangerous decimals for somebody else to 
juggle, another pre-view of the players will be offered

Russia comes 
after France in the order of mili- 
tary expenditures, followed by Italy. 


Whereas the public debts are not} 


strictly analogous, since large por- 
tions have, in effect, been extin- 
guished by currency depreciation, 
they yet show that England, France, 
Italy and Belgium still are shoulder- 
ing appalling burdens. Of the neu- 
tral nations Spain, the Netherlands 
and Norway also have large public 
debts. 

As for taxation, England on a per 
capita basis comes first, followed by 
France and Germany. The figures 
refer only to taxes payable into the 
National Treasury. They thus repre- 
sent an average minimum to be paid 
by the individual, who must, in addi- 
tion, meet local assessments. While 
these are not very large in France, 
tke total figure given for France is 
exclusive of the so-called “ political 
debt,” which phrase France has 
always used to cover the war debts 
to England and the United States. 
As Germany’s figures likewise do 
not take into account the payments 
under the Young plan, they give only 
a partial picture. 

A number of optimistic signs may 
be, read from these figures. Most 
of the nations are balancing their 
budgets without new borrowing. 
Compared to previous years the ex- 
penditures for defense are smaller. 
Yet the leading nations are still de-

“ TECHNOLOGICAL” WAGE 


EARNERS. 


When the annual report of the 
executive council of the American 
Federation of Labor states that in 
the first six months of 1929 there 
were 500,000 fewer wage earners in 
industry than in the same period 
“ten years ago,” it is speaking with 
restraint on a subject that usually 
invites to exuberance. Nearly every 
one begins a discussion of employ- 
ment and unemployment in the 
United States since the war with 
the confession that we really know 
very little about the subject.

For binder twine, labor costs are 


figured at less than half a cent per 
pound in two prisons, compared with 
1 cent a pound in ‘‘free’’ factories. 
Labor costs on work shirts in prison 
factories operating under contract 
are figured at 75, 90 and 91.5 cents 
per dozen, compared with an average 


of $2 per dozen for six free fac-| 


tories. 

No prison industry was found pay- 
ing workmen’s compensation insur- 
ance.

The Securities Bureau issued a 
statement: last night. outlining the 
charges against Olf. The statement, 


which‘ did not give Olf’s address but | : 


described him as a wholesalér of 
securities, said that the defendant 
had obtained’ ‘an ‘option on’ 100,000 
shares of Inter-City Telegraph and 
Radio Corporation stock ‘at $2 ‘a 
share, ‘of which 30,000 shares’ were 
later resold fraudulently to the pub- 
lic by various security dealers: at 
prices ranging’ up to $30. ‘As a 
result, the Statement’ said, the ‘public

World War, Herr Frank has brought 
a German soldier from a _ prison 
camp in Russia to a home where, in 
the interval of five years, he has 
been supplanted.

Net operating income of the roads 
in August totaled $141,436,100, an in- 
crease of 10.1 per cent from the

Robot, ‘Great Brass Brains,’ 
Calculates Tides for'20 Years 


Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—‘‘Grea 
Brass Brains,’’ the robot which 
does the work of seventy-five ex- 
pert mathematicians in calculat- 
ing two years in advance the 
normal rise and fall of the tides 
all over the world, has completed 
twenty years of service at the 
coast and geodetic survey. 

Calculations made by the robot 
show directly the predicted time 
to the minute and the height to 
the nearest tenth of a foot of 
every high and low water in the 
year at most of the principal sea- 
ports of the world, and give in- 
directly, by means of an auxiliary 
table, the same information for 
more than 3,000 intermediate ports 
or stations.
